Consul Fears for Lives of 


All in Shantung Area; 


Ships Concentrated 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 4—(UP) — 


American consular authorities to- 
day advised all Americans to leave 
the Interior of Shantung province, 
and go to the coast.

agent in a letter from T. H. Parks, 
extension entomologist. 


"The annual wheat insect sur- 


vey, which has 
just 
been com- 


pleted, showed the 1937 crop to be 
in excellent condition as far as 
wheat insects are concerned," Mr. 
Parks' letter states. 


"The one exception to this is the 


presence of "black stem sawfly" 
in some northeastern Ohio coun- 
ties where wheat straws were 
again cut off following several 
years of severe injury. No remedy 
is known for this insect. 


"The average Hessian fly infes- 


tation for the state is 4.4 percent j 
compared with 12.4 percent 
for 


1936. This is a very satisfactory 
condition with respect to Hessian 
fly and we do not anticipate any 
serious injury next year. 


"As in past years we are an- 


nouncing the fly-free date for each 
section of Ohio and the wise farin- 


j ers will adhere as closely as possi- 
ble to the fly-free date in sowing 
wheat. When wheat is sowed be- 
fore this date it is always more or 
less subject to Hessian fly infesta- 
tion.

from winter injury. 


"When sowed on or immediately 


after this date it gives the maxi- 
mum yields as shown through 19 
years of date and seeding experi-
